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CEREALS 
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SCOPE This Bulletin shows details of the South Australian cereal and hay har- 
vests for the year ended 31st March 1962 as obtained from the annual 
collection of Agricultural and Pastoral Statistics. 


SEASONAL The estimated rainfall over agricultural areas for the first three 
CONDITIONS months of the growing season (April to June 1961) was 5.23 inches; 

This was close to the average for recent years, but the early opening 
; rains (3.46 inches in April) were followed by very patchy falls 
during the remainder of the season. Preliminary figures for average rainfall over 
agricultural areas for the cereal growing period April to November 1964 total 12.14 
inches; the April-November mean for the previous 56 years is 12.78 inches. The South- 
Eastern Division received only 14.84 inches compared with an April-November mean for 
the previous 56 years of 19.53 inches, 


SUMMARY Reports at the beginning of the season indicated that farmers in- 
OF AREAS tended to sow approximately 2,261,000 acres of wheat, 1,464,000 acres 
AND YIELDS of barley, and 954,000 acres of oats. The areas actually sown were 


2,270,000 acres to wheat'- an increase of 243,000 acres over the 
previous year, 1,294,000 acres to barley - a decrease of 294,000 
acres from the previous year, and 630,000 acres to oats - a decrease of 277,000 acres. 


The wheat crop of 33.9 million bushels was 12.5 million bushels less 
than the 1960-61 crop, despite the larger area sowne The barley yield of 24.3 million 
bushels was little more than half of that for the previous season (42.2 million bushels) 
while the yield of 4.4 million bushels of oats was considerably less than the 11.5 
million bushels obtained in 1960-61, 


The estimate of the combined yields of wheat, barley, and oats, for 
1961-62 contained in my bulletin issued in January of this year was 60.8 million 
bushels. Actual yield for these three cereals was 59-5 million bushels - 40.6 million 
bushels less than the record {00.4 million harvested in the previous season. The 
average yields per acre of 15.19, 16.75, and 13.57 bushels of wheat, barley, and oats, 
respectively are significantly lower than the averages of 18.41 bushels of wheat, 22.27 
bushels of barley, and 15.86 bushels of oats, for the ten seasons 1951-52 to 1960-64 


inclusive.

1962-63 season. The greatest area ever sown to wheat was 4,507,213 

acres in 1930-31, when only 267,369 acres were under barley. From then 
until 1958-59 a general upward trend in barley acreages was matched by a decline in 
those for wheat. For the 1930-31 season the acreage under barley was 5.9 per cent of 
that under wheat; in 1958-59 it reached 93.6 per cent, but decreased in 1959-60 to 82.6 
per cent, in 1960-61 to 78.4 per cent, and again in 1961-62 to 57.0 per cent. In the 
autumn of 1962 the intended sowing of barley for the 1962-63 season was only 43.8 per 
cent of the intended sowing of wheat,

WHEAT The 1961-62 wheat harvest of 33,854,157 bushels averaged only 15.19 
bushels per acre and was considerably less than the production of 
46,395,600 bushels (23.56 bushels per acre) recorded for 1960-61, which 
was exceeded in only one previous year, 1931-32, when 48,093,102 bushels were produced 
at an average yield of 11.81 bushels per acre.

FIELD From 28,714 acres planted for grain in the 1961-62 season 256,382 
PEAS. bushels were reaped, an average of 8.93 bushels per acre. In the 


1960-61 season 358,338 bushels were obtained from 26,131 acres. In 
the autumn, farmers indicated that they intended sowing 37,635 acres 
in 1962-63 for grain or green forage. 


Of the 31,541 acres sown in 1961-62 for all purposes 4,336 acres were 
sown to Collegian, 18,416 acres to Dun, 6,935 acres to White Brunswick, and 1,854 acres 
to other varieties. 


HAY The yield of hay (all kinds) in 1961-62 was 285,801 tons from 208,641 
acres compared with 616,255 tons from 392,633 acres in 1960-61 and 
206,413 tons from 245,299 acres in 1959-60. The greatest amount 

produced was 1,100,217 tons in 1915-16 obtained from a record area of 709,813 acres.
